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The reffistratiou of traffic between Bengal and Nopal. Sikkim, and Bhutan 
was for the first time undertaken in liongal from September 1S75. Tim system 
then introduced was, however, modified under the ordtsrs of the Government 
of India, and a common system of traffic registration was adopted in Bengal 
and the North-Western Provinces witli effect from the 1st of June 1879, in 
order to obtain as complete a record lis possible of the traffic passing along 
all the important trade routes on the northern frontier of British India. The 
result of the registration of this trade during the year 1881-6‘2 is presented. 

2. The total value of the external trade of Bengal witli Nepal, Sikkim, 
and Bhutan, registered at all the principal routes of traflic between Cliumparuu

fi. It will bfj obsorrod that there is an increase of 2*38 jjer cent, in the 
quantity of food’grains imported during 1881’'82 as compared with 1880*8 1, but 
as regards the value, the figures indieute a decrease of Bs. 15,04,601, or • 
30*17 per cent. In tho case of oil-seeds there has been a decrease of 1,82,157 
inaunds in quantity and of Bs. 7,87,760 in value, while in timber the decrease 
amounts to 1,83,094 luaunds in quantity and to Hs. 10,85,629 in value. The 
large increase in the value of merchandise imported into other provinces from 
Nopal as compared with tho two previous years, is attributable to tlio inclusion of 
treasure in tho returns of tho year under review, a separate head for which was 
inserted under the orders of the Government of India from the 1st of October 
1881. 

6. llic value of tho imports into Bengal exceeds that of the exports by

“ The question of excess roali/atiou of eustoms duties by the ticcadors iu tho Nepal 
territory has formed the subject of a separate corrospondonoe, and I ]jro]>o8o to take up the 
matter during my next oold-weathor tour towards tho north of tho district.” 

9. The sulvdivisloiial officer of Madhubaui iu the l)urbhun{ra district

In tbo case of Darjeeling tho decrease amounts to 371 maunds 11 seers 
compared with 1880-81, and to 371 maunds 7 seers compared with 1879-80, 
and the facilities for transport afforded by the opening of the Railway will 
doubtless result in a still further decrease in the importation of this salt. 
The returns of Julpigoree shew a decrease of 71 maunds 29 seers and 8 chit- 
tacks as compared with 1880-81, and of 69 maunds 29 seers as compared with 
1879-80. This is attributable to the trade routes in Bhutan being nearly 
closed owing to a serifuis outbreak oi small-pox which has not yet ceaseX 
Only 15 soors and 8 chittacks of this salt was imported into Blxagulpore from 
the Nopal hills through Patchpandarcali road. The returns of the previous 
years, however, shewed iio such imports.

<^hieily to a reduction in the prices of food-grains. Regarding exports the 
decrease amf>imt.s to 1*40 per cent, at id *99 percent, respectively as com- 
j>ared with the two previous years, i )f all siajilos tho traffic in paddy 
shews the largest increase, namely 1,4.3,757 maunds as compared with 
1880 ' A. Tho other important items shewing an increase are piece-goods 
Indian (Rs. 61,007), iron (3,8.54 maunds), skins of sheep, &c. (34,809 pieces) salt 
(9,539 maunds), spices (7,575 maunds), and tobacco (5,393 maunds). The arti- 
cles in whicli tlio decrease was most marked are pulses and gram (13,622 maunds) 
niist cBiineous spring crops (30,587 maunds), rice (44,855 maunds), miscellaneous 
rain c. :^ps (18,239 maunds), hides of cattle (11,406 pieces), linseed (1 04 607 
maunds), mustard seed (33,419 maunds), and timber (1,82,835 maunds). The 
usual statement showing all tho chief articles of trade imported into and 
exported from Bengal from and to Nepal during the past three years is subjoined. 
The figures sliewn here, however, represent tho net trade between Bengal and 
Nopal after deducting such portion of it as passed into and from other pro- 
vinces through Bcugai. ^

82. As already explained, vegetables were formerly shown under “ all other 
kinds of provisions,” but this classification was changed by the Government of 
India, and since July 1881 they have been shown under other kinds of fruits and 
nuts.” The salt shown above is the untaxed foreign salt, of which an account has 
alrttady been given in this report. The trade in manufactured woollen goods 
shews a slight increase. As regards tea the Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling 
states that It is probably the brick tea of Thibet that was imported from 
Kikkirn. The large decrease under “ all other articles of merchandise ” during 
the past two years as compared with 1879-bO, is duo to a diminished supply of 
planks, of which only 6,821 pii'ccs wt ro imported during the year, against 
4,342 pieces in 1880-81, and 56,616 pitHos in 3879-80.

34. The Ijicutenunt-Governor is not satisfied with the accuracy of these 
figures ; and, indeed, the delay in submitting this report has been caused by the 
necessity of repeated references for explanation of errors. The requisite orders 
will be passed, and it is hoped that some improvement may be effected in 
the registration of the traffic. Novcrtheloss, the figures, such as they are, 
suffice to shew that there has not been that increase in trade that might have 
been anticipated from the opening of the Darjeeling Railway, and the comple- 
tiiJii of a gootl road to the Jeylep Pass. Probably no large expansion of 
tiomraorce with the small State of Sikkim c an bo expected ; but the facilities tliat 
have now boon offered would undoubtedly have the effect of largely develop- 
ing the trade wdth Thibet if specual causes were not operating in the contrary 
direction. It is stated that the heavy snow on the passes and the fear of 
small-pox, which was prevalent in the neighbourhood of Pheydong and 
Kaliuipong, bad the effect of deterring traders from crossing the frontier. 
Gthor causcJH, however, have also been suggested to the Lieutenant- 
Govori'or, and enquiries are being made in the matter. Apart, however, 
frimi the absence of physical difficulties or the removal of intentional 
(>l)structions, it is probable tliat much can be done to foster the trans-firantier 
traffic by seeking to supply the special wants of the Thibetans with Indian 
pnjduco. It will bo observed that foreign tea, to the value of Rs. 3,520, was regis- 
tered as imported through Pheydong on th^road to Thibet in 1881-82. The 
absence of any record of this article in the Pheydong returns ofthe two previous 
yaars must be due to faulty registration, as it. is notorious that brick-tea of 
Thibet is always available for purchase in the Darjeeling Bazar. This tea is 
curried all the way from 'ra-tsion-lu on the Chinese frontier, and is sold in 
r)nrj6cliiig at many times its original price. It is hoped that the tea-planters of 
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I>a,rjeeHng and the Booaro will make some effort to secare tins trade by preparing 
eoarse tea for the Thibetan market. Only the refuse of the tea crop m 
require for the purpose, and there would be no diminution in the quantity 
av^able for export to other markets. Darjeeling brick^ea should undersell 
Chinese brick*tea at ILbassa and the neighbouring markets, which are only 
three weeto* journw from Darjeeling, wmle they are three months’ journey 
from Ta-tsienrlu. The attention of the tea-planters has already been drawn 
to this matter, and measures are being taken to disseminate information on 
the subject through a pamphlet written by a gentleman of special experience 
in the matter.

36. It will be seen that the total value of iner(thaiidiso registered during 
1881-82 contrasts very unfavourably with tho figures of the two preceding 
years. The decrease is observable under almost all tho articles of traffic, 
imports as well as exports. It is said, however, that tho trade rout es in Bhutan 
were nearly closed owing to a serious outbreak of small-pox, which has not 
yet ceased.
